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Air.  Worthington  C.  Ford,  of  Brooklyn,  has  kindly  sent  me  the 
following  from  a  letter  written  to  him  by  Mr.  Henry  F.  Waters, 
dated  London,  13th  June,  1891  : 

"l  have  no  doubt  that  John  Washington's  sister  (Mrs.  Mary  Gibson)  was  the 
wife  of  Mr.  Edward  Gibson,  of  Hawnes,  vicar  of  that  parish,  as  his  lather  (of  same 
bapt.  name)  had  been  before  him.  She  probably  died  before  her  husband,  if]  draw 
the  right  inference  from  his  will,  which  does  not  mention  a  wife.  This  will  is  of 
Edward  Gibson  of  Hawnes,  minister,  d.  January,  1723 :  proved  17th  June.  1732. 
I!e  mentions  brothers  John  and  Seth  (!..  to  whom  was  to  be  paid,  out  of  his  farm  at 
Norwood,  the  sum  of  £200  each — so  ordered  by  'my'  mother  when  she  died. 
r.rothcr  Seth  to  be  ex'r.  Granddaughter  Mary  Pernberton  (her  father  dead).  Sons 
Edward  and  George. 

"In  173:2  these  sons  were  still  alive,  Edward  heingbf  Hawnes  and  G 
<t.  Martin's  in  the  fields,  Middlesex.     I  P.  C.  (.'.  Book  Bedford,  16! 

"  The  'Aunt  Howard'  mentioned  in  letter  may  have  been  Martha  Washington, 
youngest  sister  of  the  two  emigrants  to  Virginia,  who,  herself,  was  assisted  by  her 
eldest  brother,  Col.  John  Washington,  to  remove  to  Virginia.  (See  his  will. )  This 
Edw.  Gibson  oh.  11  May,  173:2,  aet.  71.  M.  I.  (See  Blayde's  Genealogia,  Bed- 
fovdicnsis,  391.''

This  Washington  excursus  is  imperfect  and  experimental.  It  is  given  merely  to  elucidate 
the  PeytOD,  Conway  and  Washington  connexion,  and  not  to  interfere  with,  or  anticipate,  any 
efforts  being  made  by  members  of  the  K.  G.  and  Stafford  family  to  discover  their  lost  pedigree. 
I  have  especially  stated  to  my  correspondents  that  if  any  member  of  the  line  was  prosecuting 
a  search  into  this  pedigree  for  purposes  of  publication,  the  following  data  would  be  omitted 
from  these  pages  and  not  used.  Some  who  could  have  supplied  more  data  have  declined  to 
reply  to  my  courteous  letters  of  inquiry,  in  which  stamped  envelopes  were  always  enclosed. 
This  remark  applies  to  others  whose  family  history  appears  in  these  pages.  Acknowledge- 
ments are  due  to  Mrs.  F.  V.  Washington,  who  so  kindly  sent  the  will  of  Henry,  1747,  Messrs. 
M.  D.  Conway,  W.  G.  Stanard  and  W.  C.  Ford. 

Henry  Washington,  the  first  of  this  immediate  line  of  whom  anything  is  as  yet  cer- 
tainly known,  was  a  grandfather  in  1747,  as  his  will  shows.  He  was  therefore  born  circa 
1695-1700.  Whose  son  was  he?  The  various  Washington  charts  extant,  expecially  that  of 
Mr.  Henry  F.  Waters,  M.  A.,  published  in  the  N.  E.  His.  Gen.  Reg.,  XLIII.,  p.  420,  gives 
as  full  lists  as  are  known  of  the  line  of  Col.  John  Washington  to  the  3d  generation.  In  Mr. 
Waters'  chart  only  one  Henry  appears.  He  was  son  of  John  and  Catherine  (Whiting)  Wash- 
ington, the  brother  of  Augustine,  who  was  b.  1694.  Hence  this  John  was  born  circa  1690, 
and  thus  could  not  have  been  the  father  of  Henry  ,who  d.  1747.  The  Henry  of  Mr.  Waters' 
•chart  was  b.  circa  1720,  and  m.  Ann  Thacker,  b.  Aug.  3,  1728;  their  son  Thacker  W.  was 
m.  Oct.  12,  1776,  to  Harriet  Peyton.  His  will  was  pro.  K.  G.  1798,  naming  child.  Nancy 
P.,  Henry,  Thacker,  Warner.  (Conway  9,  p.  236;  Peyton  12,  p.  478.)  Henry  W.,  who 
d.  1747,  may  have  been  son  of  John,  the  eldest  son  of  Col.  John  Washington,  who  was  alive 
certainly  1677,  as  he  is  named  in  his  father's  will.  Col.  John  W.,  b.  1633,  d.  1677,  was  pro. 
m.  circa  1655,  about  which  time  also  his  son  John  was  born.  Now  it  will  be  noted  that 
Henry  W.,  in  his  will,  1747,  names  as  his  executors,  with  his  two  minor  sons,  "my  trusty 
friends  Augustine  Washington,  John  Washington,  Sen'r,  and  Cadwallader  Dade."  The  only 
Augustine  Washington  then  living  was  Augustine  the  brother  of  George,  and  son  of  Augus- 
tine, Sr.,  by  his  first  wife,  whom  he  m.  Apr.  20, 1715.  Hence  if  Henry,  1747,  was  son  of  John  of 
Col.  John,  this  Augustine  was  his  first  cousin  one  remove.  The  only  John  Washington,  Sen., 
then  living  was  John,  b.  1690,  who  m.  Cath'e  Whiting,  who  was  first  cousin  to  Henry,  1747, 
if  Henry  wasgr.  son  of  Col.  John;  or  John  the  son  of  Lawrence,  the  emigrant,  b.  1670,  and 
aged  77  in  1747 ;  or  John  A.,  the  son  of  Augustine,  b.  Jan.  13,  1735.  It  is  hardly  probable 
that  Henry,  1747,  would  name  a  man  77  years  old  as  oue  of  his  executors.  And  it  is  prob- 
able, from  the  deed  of  Mary  W.  to  her  son  John,  1727,  that  John,  son  of  Lawrence  1st,  was 
dead  at  that  date. 

Again,  John  W.,  son  of  Col.  John,  named  in  his  father's  will,  1677,  is  not  named  in  the 
will  of  his  brother  Lawrence,  1697-8,  nor  is  Henry,  1747,  the  supposed  son  of  this  John  and 
nephew  of  this  Lawrence.  And  yet  this  Lawrence  does  name  several  godsons,  and  his  Staf- 
ford cousins,  and  makes,  not  his  brother  John  W.,  but  his  "Cozen  John  W.  of  Stafford,"  his 


ex'or.  He  also  says  in  his  will,  "my  boflyjia  be  buried  rf  please  God  I  depart  in  this  County 
of  Westmoreland,  by  the  side  of  my  Fatrier  and  Mother  &  neare  my  Brothers  &  Sisters  & 
my  children^  showing  that  he  Ji  ad  had*  m  pre  than  J the. one  brpther  an&sister  given  by  Waters 
in  his  Chart,  and  more  thttf;tfce.\hrescnIldteV}hei;e.  clediVd  lp  1pm.  !  (Ford  34.)  Thus  in 
1697-8  he  had  evidently  h5sf  6y"de?atrr  at  'feast  Two  each"  of 'his  brothers  and  sisters  and  chil- 
dren.    The  absence  of  John's  name  after  1677  appears  to  indicate  his  early  death. 

But  supposing  Henry,  1747,  to  have  been  the  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Townsend)  Wash- 
ington, and  gr.  son  of  Lawrence  1st,  it  is  more  reasonable  that  he  should  name  his  more  dis- 
tant kinsmen  of  Westmoreland  Co.,  Augustine,  b.  1720,  and  John,  b.  1690,  his  "trusty  friends." 
The  same  rule,  however,  may  be  applied  to  the  appointment  of  Cadwallader  Dade,  who  was 
his  first  cousin  on  his  mother's  side  and  his  contemporary.  But  the  selection  of  Dade 
is  equally  an  indication  that  Henry  was  son  of  John  and  Mary  W.  The  fact  that  he  devised 
to  his  gr.  son  Lawrence  lands  in  Mattox  proves,  in  the  absence  of  further  light  on  the  subject, 
no  more  than  does  the  devising  by  Col.  John  W.  of  850  a.  "which  I  had  of  my  bro.  Lawrence 
W."  (Ford  14.)  The  members  of  the  two  families  bought  land  of  each  other*  I  am 
willing,  however,  to  have  this  deduction  proven  incorrect,  if  any  evidence  can  be  produced 
to  show  another  line  of  descent  for  Henry,  1747.

E.  His.  Gen.  Reg.,  XLIII.  74.)     The  earliest  land  grant  to  Lawrence  W.  in  Va.  is  dat.  Sep. 

27,  1667.  He  did  not  come  to  Va.  with  his  brother  John.  He  m.  (II)  Virginia,  cir.  1667-8, 
Joyce  or  Jane  Fleming,  said  to  have  been  the  dau.,  but  probably  the  widow,  of  Capt.  Alex- 
ander Fleming.  In  his  will  Lawrence  names  her  Jane.  It  must  be  remembered  that  in  those 
days,  as  now,  wills  were  generally  written  by  a  clerk.  Lawrence  W.  of  Rapp'k  and  his  wife 
Joyce  conveyed  200  a.  land,  Feb.  6,  1671-2,  formerly  Capt.  Alexander  Fleming's,  and  by 
Fleming  assigned  to  John  Thomazine,  and  by  the  latter  assigned  to  Lawrence  W.  Capt.

Thomas  Pace  of  Va.,  planter,  and  wife  Jane  of  Rapp'k  Co.,  and  Rowland  Thornton,  planter, 
and  wife  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  daughters  or  Alexander  Fleming,  dec'd,  made  a  deed  to  Fran- 
cis Thornton,  Rich'd  Co.,  of  320  a.  land,  being  a  part  of  960  a.  given  by  Fleming  to  his  wife 
Joyce  and  two  daughters,  which  320  a.  came  to  Pace  with  Alexia,  his  former  wife.     Joyce 

(Fleming)  Washington  m.  (III.) .  a  man  who  spent  all  of  Lawrence  W.'s  estate,  so  that 

John,  his  son,  had  not  the  value  of  £io  therefrom.  (Ford's  Wills,  25  «.)  By  her  1st  mar. 
she  had  three  daughters,  one  of  whom  d.  1698-9,  leaving  4  or  5  children,  and  the  other  two 
being  married  and  alive  1699.

The  will  of  Henry  Washington  is  not  included  in  the  Washington  wills  heretofore  pub- 
lished by  Waters,  Conway,  Ford  and  Toner,  and  appears  here  for  the  first  time.  Its  impor- 
tance entitles  it  to  a  place  in  the  body  of  the  Excursus. 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen — I  Henry  Washington  of  Stafford  County  being  sick  and 
weak  in  body,  but  of  perfect  and  sound  memory  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  same,  and 
considering  the  shortness  of  human  life  do  make  and  ordain,  this  my  last  will  and  testament 
in  manner  &  form  as  follows.  I  give  &  bequeath  my  soul  unto  the  Almighty  God  that  gave 
it  hoping  for  the  remission  of  my  sins  through  the  merits  of  Jesus  Christ,  my  blessed  redeemer, 
and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  decently  buried,  at  the  discretion  of  my  Excrs — hereaftermen- 
tioned.  And  as  for  what  estate  it  has  been  pleased  God  to  bestow  upon  me,  I  give  &  be- 
queath in  the  following  manner.  Item — I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Grandson  Lawrence 
Washington  all  my  land  in  Mattox — together  with  the  following  negroes  namely  [names 
omitted]  but  if  the  said  Lawrence  Washington  should  die  without  heirs  lawfully  begotten  of 
his  body  or  before  he  arrives  at  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  then  the  said  slaves  to  be  equally 
divided  between  my  sons  John  Washington  &  Baily  Washington,  &  their  heirs,  and  my  land 

before  given  unto  Law Washington  part  of  that  I  purchased  of  John  Elliott,  the  other 

part  escheated  to  my  son  Baily  Washington  and  his  heirs.  1  give  unto  my  son  John  Wash- 
ington my  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  together  with  what  other  land  I  have  purchased 
adjoining  to  it  with  moiety  of  the  negroes  not  already  given  away  to  him  &  the  said  John 
Washington  and  his  heirs.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Baily  Washington  all  my 
land  at  Aquia  with  the  other  moiety  of  the  negroes  not  already  given  away,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  work  of  two  slaves  left  the  said  Baily  by  his  Grand  mother,  since  her  death,  I 
give  unto  him  Fifty  pounds  to  be  paid  out  of  my  estate  not  already  given  away,  and  if  the  said 
Baily,  shall  not  think  the  above  fifty  pounds  sufficient  for  the  work  of  the  said  slaves,  but 
shall  issue  suit  against  my  son  John  &  Grandson  Lawrence,  then  it  is  my  desire  that  two 
negroes  of  the  moiety  allotted  to  him  the  said  Baily  between  the  age  of  twelve  &  forty  years 
together  with  the  said  fifty  pounds  shall  be  divided  between  my  son  John  &  Grandson  Law- 
rence. It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  Excrs — or  my  son  John  Washington  when  he  comes 
to  the  age  of  twenty  one  years  shall  buy  two  slaves,  a  boy  &  a  girl  between  the  age  of  twelve 
&  Eighteen  years  out  of  the  estate  of  the  aforesaid  John  &  Baily  for  the  use  of  my  Daughter 
in  law  Eliza  Washington  during  her  natural  life  and  afterwards  that  the  said  negro  Boy  and 
girl,  with  her  increase  revert  unto  my  Grandson  Lawrence  Washington  and  likewise  that  the 
said  Eliza  Washington  shall  have  two  full  shares  of  the  crop  made  at  Mattox  annually  paid 
her  until  the  said  slaves  be  purchased,  the  clothing  working  tools,  levys  and  provision  be  de- 


ducted,  and  if  the  said  Lawrence  should  die  before  he  arrives  at  twenty  one  years  of  age,  or 
without  heirs  lawfully  begotten  of  his  body  then  the  said  negroes  with  their  increase  to  be 
equally  divided  between  my  sons  John  &  Baily  &  their  heirs.  It  is  my  will  &  desire,  that 
my  Excrs  shall  settle  a  quarter  on  the  Aquia  land  soon  as  they  can,  the  expense  of  which  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  money  left  to  my  sons  John  &  Baily,  that  my  son  John  when  he  arrives  at 
the  age  of  twenty  one  years  shall  build  or  cause  to  be  built  on  the  land  at  Aquia  a  dwelling 
house  and  Kitchen  with  other  convenient  out  houses  equal  to  the  buildings  on  the  plantation 
where  I  now  live  the  expense  to  be  equally  paid  out  of  the  estate  left  to  them,  the  said  John 
&  Baily  &  that  the  benefit  of  the  carpenter  work  I  have  left  to  go  in  with  the  expense  of  the 
building,  or  if  my  son  Baily  should  think  it  more  for  his  advantage  to  desist  building  the  said 
dwelling  house  &  Kitchen  on  Aquia  creek,  I  hereby  do  desire  my  son  John  to  assist  him  in 
building  a  suitable  quarter,  two  forty  foot  tobacco  houses  &  pay  to  the  said  Baily  one  hundred 
pounds  in  lieu  of  the  dwelling  house,  out  houses  &  Kitchen,  out  of  his  own  particular  share, 
of  the  estate  allotted,  if  the  aforesaid  Baily  should  prefer  it  to  the  buildings  before  mentioned, 
I  give  &  bequeath  to  my  sons  John  Sc  Baily  all  my  household  stuff  &  stock  on  the  plantation 
whereon  I  now  live  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  &  hereby  empower  my  Excrs  to  sell 
any  part  of  the  perishable  effects  belonging  to  my  son  Baily  for  his  the  said  Baily 's  use.  It  is 
likewise  my  desire  that  if  my  Grandson  Lawrence  Washington  or  his  heirs  shall  ever  issue 
suit  against  my  son  John  or  his  heirs  for  the  recovery  of  the  land  on  which  I  now  live,  then 

the  said  Law Washington  &  his  heirs  shall  forfeit  their  right  to  the  land  given  him  at 

Mattox  with  all  the  slaves  &  their  future  increase.  As  to  what  money  &  tobacco  I  have  by 
me  or  is  due  by  amount  together  with  the  crop  now  on  the  plantation,  after  all  necessary 
goods  are  procured  &  my  Just  debts  paid,  I  desire  the  remainder  of  the  tobacco  be  sold  for 
cash  to  be  equally  divided  between  my  sons  John  and  Baily  likewise  I  desire  the  remainder 
of  the  tobacco  at  Mattox  after  goods  for  the  child  and  the  negroes  with  working  tools  are  pro- 
cured to  be  sold  for  cash  to  be  put  out  to  interest  for  the  use  of  my  Grandson  Lawrence.  It 
is  my  further  desire  that  the  negroes  may  not  be  divided,  till  my  son  John  arrives  at  the  age 
of  twenty  one  years,  or  at  the  discretion  of  my  Excrs — &  that  my  estate  be  not  appraised,  but 
divided  by  my  Excrs  or  other  persons  as  they  shall  believe  as  equally  as  may  be,  hereby  em- 
powering them  to  value  the  said  estate  when  they  take  an  inventory  of  the  same.  Lastly  I 
constitute  &  appoint  my  trusty  friends  Augustine  Washington,  Cadwallader  Dade,  John 
Washington,  Senr  &  my  sons  John  &  Baily  Washington  as  they  come  of  age  to  be  the  Excrs 
of  this  my  last  will  &  testament.
